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REMARKS 

Status S ummary 

Claims 2-20 are pending in the present application. The Examiner has rejected claims 1- 
20 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over patent claims 1-19 of U.S. Patent No. 6,747,596. 

These formal matters identified in the Office Action are addressed herein below. 



Claim Rejections - Double Patenting 
Claims 2-20 are rejected under the judicially-created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-19 of U.S. Patent No. 6,747,596. A previously- 
submitted terminal disclaimer was rejected because "the person who signed the terminal 
disclaimer is not recognized as an officer of the assignee, and he/she has not been established as 
being authorized to act on behalf of the assignee." 

In response, Applicants file herewith an Establishment of Right of Assignee to Take 
Action and Revocation and Power of Attorney signed by an officer of the assignee of the present 
application, SiRF Technology, Inc., together with a properly-executed tenninal disclaimer in 
accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.321(c). In view of this tenninal disclaimer, Applicants respectfully 
submit that the rejection of claims 2-20 based on double patenting is now overcome, and requests 
that this rejection be withdrawn.
